Washington, Dec, 15,—The abroga- 
tion of the Russian treaty of 1832 be-

the House directing the termination 
of the treaty after.a year's notice was 
brought up today In the Senate. 

The result of a running debate on 
the question of whether to refer it to 
the committee on ~ foreign * relations 
to act immediately was an assurance 
from the committee that it would re. 
port Monday, 

The Senate may then adopt either 
the resolution with a slight change, 
or the Culberson resolution, practic- 


ally identical. The debate in the 
Senate~ included some discussion of 


the attitude of the state department, 
Senator Culberson wanted immediate 
action on Monday without reference 
to the committee. He contended that 
notice of abrogation cannot take ef- 
fect until one year afier “the first day 
of January following the action — of 
Congress” and therefore if the resolu- 


tion should fail of adoption . before 
the holidays it could not go into effect 
until 4944, or more than two years 
hence, 

Senator Lodge pleaded for reference 
to the cotnmiltteee. He pledged his ut- 
most efforts to obtain committee ac- 
tion to permit: the Senate to ac on 
Monday. 

"IT have no doub that we can do 
it,’ said Senator Cullom. Mr, Lodge 
added his assurance to the same ef- 
fect.

Something in the nature of a revolu- 
tion of municipal electoral practice may | 
be brought about by amendment of the 
various city charters, which are now 
before the legislature for revision, The 
practice of electing the mayor at large 
may be abandoned. Councillors in the 
towns, aldermen in’ the cities, may be 
empowered to elect their own ehair- 
man, ih accordance with the prectice 
prevailing in British towns and eities 
today. 

It is understood that an attempt at 
least Will be made to effeet this change 
When the towns bill introduced yester- 
day comes up for consideration, and the 
adoption of same electoral — prineipie 
may be proposed for the cities. Already 
it has been pravided in the rural muni- 
cipalities bill that the reeve shall not 


be elected by the general vote, but sha 


be the councillor whem the majority 


of the council desire to make — their 
chairman,

Before proceeding in this task Stu- 
art sent Alexander Ross upon a trading 
excursion, Ross followed the — route 
taken a few months earlier by his-sup- 
erior and arrived at “Cumeloups,” as 
he named the Indian village at the 
mouth of the North Thompson river, 
Later he retraced his steps and on Au- 
gust 24 David Stuart in his turn went 
to Kamloops and carried out his in- 
structions to build a fort, Soon after 
(hat the North West company estab- 
lished a post at the same place, in 
charge of a clerk in the serviee named 
La Roque, This was the beginning of 
Kamloops, founded by the same men 
who establshed Astoria at the mouth 
of the Columbia. Its growth, leading 
to the settlement of the interior of the 
province, and its present commercial 
importance fully warrant an elaborate 
celebration of the city's centenary

and a dangerous man in whose hands to place the ballot. 

Surely this is a moss-grown and fossilized idea of citi- 
zenship. If the possession of an agreement of sale gives an 
individual—who may not be a resident and who may hold the 
agreement of sale for no other purpose than for speculation 
—a stake in the community, what does being head of a fam- 
ily whose lives are bound up in the success of the city give? 
Is it not conceivable that the circumstances and responsibili-
